Troops of Nations Whose Impress is 
on America Assemble on Plains 
of Abraham at Quebec 


Quechee, July 24.-The Plains | of 
Abraham were fiiled to-day with an 
army almost twice as numerous as the 
combined forces that decided the des- 
tinies of Canada in 1759, 

A French naval force participated in 
friendly fashion on the field) where 
their forbears so bravely lost. Nor 
were they alone, for once again armed 
Americans invaded Canada aid were 
given a place of honor on the right, 

There were 12,422 Canadian militia 
in line, The Royal Horse Artillery, 
“the right of the line and the pride 
of the army,” surrendered their post 
oj honor as customary, to the navy 
men, who, forming a strong brigade, 
in turn gave the extreme right to the 
French and American naval brigades, 
the naval men, five thousand strong, 
bringing the “far-flung battle line” to 
over eighteen thousand. 

It formed a etriking“ spectacte--the 
seamen in blue and white, the foreign 
marines and British in red, the Royal 
Canadian Horse Artillery in blue and 

ld braiding; next the Royal Cana- 

ian Dragoons and hussars, in scarlet 
and blue respectively; again the artil- 
Jery in blue, succeeded by the scarlet 
of the line infantry, the gay uniforms 
and tartans of the Highlanders and 
the sober mounted rifle uniforms, the 
blue and white of the Army Service 
Corps, the blue and red of the Ord- 
nance Corps, ending with the medical 
service, forming a kaleidoscope of no 
mean magnitude. 

The Premier Is Cheered. 

Sir Wilfrid Laurier arrived shortly 
after with Sir Frederick Borden, re- 
ceiving a great cheer, The next to be 
recognized was Lord Strathcona, who 
arrived this morning on the Virginian, 
and he ulso received a hearty wel- 
come, going to the royal box, where 
he was joined by the Governor Gener- 
al and the Government house guests. 

The Prince of Walesa drove in state 
through the narrow streets to the 
monument, “ Aux ~Braves,”” on the 
Ste, Foye roud, where he deposited 


wreaths and thence to the spor 
where Wolie fell, depositing another 
wreath. 


As he arrived on the field the royal 
standard’ was broken out on the flag- 
ataff, the maaséd brigade bands struck 
np the National Anthem, and eigh- 
teen thousand {troops came to the 
“present” to the son of Edward the 
Peacemaker, “Meanwhile the specta- 
ters, estimated at 75,000, rose, the men 
doffing their headgear, 

in. Review Betére Prince, 

The Prince was uniformed as a field 
marshall and was_attended by the gov- 
ernor-general, Kar) Roberts and their 
suites, He greeted General Otter, and 
then inspected the troops, the brigade 
hand playing, “9, Canada,” as the 
Prince passed each, 

Returning, the Prince mounted the 
royal box and calling the Governor- 
General to the front, made a dedica- 
tory address, expressing his pleasure 
at being enabled to present to His 
Excellency, aa the representative of 
the Crown, $450,000, raised through 
the patriotism of British subjects 
throughout the Empire and the gen- 
erosity of French and American sym 
pathizers, in order that the famous 
battlefields may be preserved as a per- 
manent shrine of peace and union, 

The Prince then” handed over the 
precious packet, which Earl Grey ac- 
cepted as a sacred trust in the name 
of the government and people of Can 
ada. 
The presentation was so speedily 
over that few were awszre of the faci, 
except those in the immediate  vi- 
cinity, 

The Troops Go By. 

A moment later the French sailors 
and mariaes swung past, followed by 
the American and British, in the order 
named, The militia followed, each 
unit receiving an ovation, especially 
the Fiith and Forty-Kighth regiments 
of Highlanders of Montreal and To- 
ronto respectively, 

General Otter and staff rode — be- 
“tween the sailors and militia, accom- 
panied by a brilliant staff. Lord Ro 
sherts turned and led the Queen's Own 
Rifles, of Toronto, whereof he is hon- 
ovary colonel, past. All were cheered, 
bat the Highlanders reesived a spe- 
cial ovation, : 

A dvamatie conelusion was furnish 
ed by the R.C.HLA,, galloping past in 
fivying columns at the request of their 
honorary colanel, Lord Roberts. ‘The 
permanent corps were generally no- 
ticealile by their bearing, 

The Prince stood at salute for, near- 
ly an hour and a half, as the parade 
filed by, and then automobiled quietly 
back to the city, for the most part un- 
recognized,

The prisoners had as good or better 
a view of the pageant than those in 
three dollar seats, as the jail over- 
looks the.entire scene and every win 
dow was occupied. 

This afternoon Bir Frederick Borden’ 
received a congratulatory ‘letter from 
Sir Arthur Biggs, equerty to the Prince.

IN JEALOUS BAGE HE 
MURDERS EMPLOYER 


John Lynch After Killing Andrew 
Nomenson and Fatally Wounding 
Sweetheart, Attempts Suicide. js 
Saved From Lynching by Coolness 
of Sheriff, 


/ 


Grand Rapids, Wis., July 24.—One 
man is dead, a girl is perhaps fatally 
wounded, and the man responapble for 
their injuries, after attempting. to 
commit suicide, is a prisoner in the 
county jail, saved from lyneltiing by 
the coolness and devotion to duty of 
Sheriff Welch. The principals in 
the tragedy are Andrew Nomenson, 
farmer, shot and killed. by his jealous 
amployee; Anna Sorensen, his neigh- 
bor, shot and perhaps fatally wound- 
ed by her enragee lover; Jotin Lynch, 
Nomensen’s farm hand, dying in the 
county jail from self-inflicted wounds. 

Rheriff Welch found the following 
note at the Wisconsin house: ‘Very 
gorry that’I did what I did. Was 
full of booze and crazy. John Lynch, 
‘a Commercial avenue, South Chic- 
ago, Ms.”” 

‘Lyneh was working ior Nomenson 
m William. Nutter’s farm, about two 
miles east of Nekoosa. Nomenson and 
Lynch came to thiscountry from Chi- 
cago about six months -ago. Both 
were bachelors. Anna Sorensen, who 
lived with her brother on an adjacent 
farm, did their cooking for them, and 
both Lyneh and Nomenson became 
infatuated with the girl, and each was 
jealous of the other. : 

Wednesday evening, about eight 
o'clock, Nomermon called at the S§r- 
ensen house to ask why Arna had not 
eooked for them some pastry which 
she had agreed to have ready. Lynch 
misinterpreted the purport of ihe visii 
to the Sorensen farm and followed his 
employer, carrying a loaded revolver. 
He rushed in upon the two while 
they were conversing and accused 
Nomenson of being unduly attentive 
to his sweetheart. 

A quarrel resulted and Lyneh shot 
Nomenson twice in the head. Then 
he turned savagely upon the girl and 
shot at ber twice, one bullet taking 
effect. It entered her mouth and 
passed through her head. Lyneh 
turned the weapon upon himself and 
attempted to blow out his own brains, 
but the eartridge did not explode. He 
rushed from the house and later at- 
tempted to cut his throat witha knife 
and a razor, 

Anna Sorensen was brought to the 
Grand Rapids Hospital, where she is 
resting quietly, and some hope is en- 
tertained for her -recoyry. Andrew 
Nomenson died at five o'clock with- 
out having regained consciousness.

STRIKING MILL HANDS 
FIGHT WITH INFANTRY 


The 20,000 Bombay Mill Hands Who 
Struck Out of Sympathy for the 
Wationalist Leader and Editor 
Sentenced for Sedition, Make 


Fierce Onslaught U Eu ans 
and saltition tbls Men ied 


(Cilled, 


Bombay, July 25.—The twenty thou- 
sand mill hands who struek Thursday 
fought a detachment of British in- 
fanity yesterday morning, and the 
fighting continued ¢fhroughout the 
day. Six men are reported killed 
and forty-nine wounded at a Pate hour 
last night. All the available mili- 
tary, including volunteer forecs and 
light horsg, aided by native . police, 
were in the conflict. Europeans were 
jeered and stoned in the streets and 
many rescues were made by the 
authorities only after heavy firing. 

In the afternoon, the strikers spread 
out over the mill district, held up a 
mill train and were driven off by the 
military. “Last night the mob born- 
batded the house of the police magis- 
trate with paving stones, and another 
bloody clash res The mill 
hands went out to demonstrate their 
sympathy for Tilak, nationalist lea- 
der and editor, sentenced and trans- 
ported for six years on a charge of 
sedition.

Calgary, July 25—The deciaion in the 
appeal of W. H. Clark, of Edmonion, 
of the Alberta Lumber Dealere’ asaoci- 
ation, from the judgment given by 
Chicf Justice Sifton, was given yea- 
terday.

growih of the clearing house 
secured in the Empire Block 

The clearing house operations hey 
been in charge of the Bank of Mont 
ren) since the start of the system in 
Edmonton two years ago. 

For the past year, as in almos? 
every city in Canada and the United 
States, there has been a 
ever the previous year in the total 
clearing Despite this, however, the 
firet week in January of the present 
year has shown the largest clearing 
in the history of the institution, the 
sum of $1,513,181.37 being shown. The 
largest weekly total previous to thi 
time was in the first week of Decem 
ber, 1906, when the tetal was $1,106 
184.27 

This forenoon, through the cour 
tesy of the accountant of the Bank 
of Montreal, the Bulletin representa 
tive had the pleasure of visiting — th: 
clearing house and having explaines 
the operations of one of the most im 
portant, institutions in the financial 
work 

What the Clearing House is. 

The clearing house, as is generally 
known, is an institation for balancins 
daily the mutual obligations of 4 
number of banks in a city with the 
least possible transfer of actual cash 
from “debtor” to “ereditor’ banka 
At the central office in the Empire 
Bloek, the various accounts are can 
celled against each other on the blanks 
of the clearing house, which is thus 
mace the one debtor and eredivor of 
all, and each settles the day's tran 
actions by iving or receiving in ‘ 
single payment the balance due 

The methods in different centre 
are not exactly alike, but the differ 
ences in detail ave matters of interest 
to bankers rather than to the publi 
It is interesting, however, to know 
that an English expert pronounced 
the New York system. upon whiel 
that in Edmonton is modelled, as the 
best In brief, it is as follows: Each 
bank before the day’s work begins 
muat have prepared and ready to han t 
in-—tirst, its elecks for collection 
made up in ad many packages in en- 
velopes as there are bank members ot 
the clearing house; second, a schedul: 
of itp amount due from each; third 
a debit icket to be fiven to each: 
fourth, schedule of its aggregate 
claim on all the Members — tegethor 
for one day, which goes to the rman 
tiger or the proof elerk.

Association Building Started, 

On May 26th a meeting of th commit

seeds of the city. Plans of some of the 
nost successful buildings ef America 
vere secured and compared, and at a 
necting held on Jute 2nd a reugh out- 
ine of a workable plan, with a possible 
yudget, was submitted at an estimated 
vost of $65,000 including land and equip 
nent. The question of architect, was 
hen fully discussed, the danger of secur- 
ng an inexperinced man was pointed out 
n letters from the International com- 
nittee, It was however decided unani- 
1ously to appoint Mr, H, A. Magoon as 
uwehitect and a building committee con- 
isting of Dr. H. R. Smith, chairman, H. 
filbert, A. F. Ewing, T. M. Turnbull, 
yy. Riddell and the secretary was ap- 
winted to work with Mr. Magoon in the 
rawing of plans and specifications for 
he new building. 

At this meeting it was decided to dis- 
wae of the buildings on the east side of 
he Association property and the secre- 
ary was instructed to advertise for ten- 


lers for the same. These tenders 
vere opened at the next meeting on 
‘uly Bist. Mr, Macaulay securing the 


juiidings for the sum of $466. At this 
aeeting the tenders for excavating were 
sso opened and that of Moses Dassault 
vas accepted at 60c per yard. Archite.t 
Magoon advised that separate tenders be 
alled for the stee! work to be used in 
“he construction of the building and was 
instructed to prepare the necessary draw- 
ngs and specitications and to advertise 
for tenders for same. 

On AAugust 18th the tender of Messrs. 
jorman, Clancy & Grindley, agents for 
he Dominion Stee! Co., was accepted for 
steel work ata price of $3,493 with an ad- 
litional $100 for the delivery of steel to 
h building site. 

On Oct. 2nd tenders were opened for 
he completion of the building exclusive 
f stecl and excavating. A number of 
enders for various departments of the 
vork weve considered and also one or 
wo bulk tenders. ‘That of “the May, 
Sharpe Construction Co,” was necepted 
ws a bulk tender at $46,585, being some 
housands of dollars less than ‘he next 
ender. At this meeting the names of 
Messrs, Pardee and Taylor were dropped 
‘vom the hoard at their request as’ with 
wonsiderable regret. The names of Mes- 
ws W. T. Crafts and P, EB, Butchart be- 
ng substituted. 

Temporary Heading Reom. 

On Oct. 25th the question of tempor- 
iry reading room was raised and on the 
notion of Mr. Crafts and Mr, Buatchart, 
Mr. Parney was instructed to build a 
‘oom 16%32 feet at a cost of $468.50, this 
‘o be rushed to completion immediately. 
Che superintendent reported at this 
neeting that the footings for the large 
huilding were all in and that owing to 


he cold weather work had been aban- 
doned for the season. The question of

At the annual meeting the con- 
ttitution, as recommended by the Inter- 
national committee of the asociation was 
oractically adopted and the clection of 
ficers was laid over, they to be ap- 
nointed by tie board of directors.

Chown, T. M. Turnbull and C, E. Rece. 

At tht next meeting on May-46th it 
was decided to !aunch another canvas for 
funds and the names of Messrs. Thos. 
Bellamy, Robt. Lee, W. W. Henry, Col. 
Edwards, Mr. Prothero and Dr. Dunn 
were added to the canvassing committee 
for this campaign. By a special motion 
f Dr. Smith, Dr, McQueen was ap- 
pointed as special canvasser on this 
vommittee, he looking after the cases 
in whieh he was particularly interested. 
At this mecting a letter was read from 
the Canada Permanent Mortgage Cor- 
poration offering to loan the Association 
$25,000 on a ten year mortgage basis, 

At a meeting held on June 6th the of- 
fer of the Canada Permanent Mortgage 
company was accepted on motion of Dr. 
Riddell, Mr. Ewing, Dr. Riddell and the 
secretary being a commmittee to arrange 
the details. It was reported at this 
meeting that $6,310 kad been pledged 
during the canvas. A letter of thanks 
was also tendered to hi€ Honor, the 
Lieutenant-Governor for his kindly in- 
terest and active co-operation in the 
campaign, It wax decided at thix meet- 
ing that the ‘board request his Honor, 
the Lieutenant-Governor to preside and 
Mrs. Bulyea to lay the corner stone of 
the uew building on a date suitable to 
their convenience, this request be'ng 
graciously acceded to by His Honor and 
Mrs. Bulyea and the date set for July 
Ist. 

At a meeting held on July lth a re- 
port from the physical committee, sug- 
gested the immediate oldcring of gym- 
nasium apparatus to the amount of $849, 
was accepted and goods wére ordered, 

Permanent Officers Appointed. 

At a meeting held on Nov. 5th the 
appointment of Mr, Jackson as physical 
director of the association, on motion ef 
Mr. Aldridge, seconded by Mr. Crafts, 
was unanimously carried. At this meet- 
ing the resignation of Secretary R. B. 
Chadwick was accepted with regret and 
a committee, consisting of Dr. Riddell, 
Mr. McDougall, Dr. Smith, W. I. Crafts, 
(,. E, Race, W. W. Chown and Secre- 
tary, was appointed to procure a suit- 
able man for the Association in Edmon- 
ton. 

At a special meeting held on Nov. 11th, 
at which Mr. Sayer was present, a nuin- 
ber of available men were discussed and 
telegrams were sent to those who were 
considered suitable for the Edmonton 
field, 

At a mecting held on Nov, 1th it 
wax moved by Dr. Smith, seconded by 
Mr. Crafts ,that Mr. J. W. Ward of 
Stratford be called to the Secretaryship 
of the Edmonton association, Mr. Chad- 
wick to be released from duty one month 
from date of resignation,
